THE TREASURY OF THE ROYAL SAXON 
FAMILY. 


One ot the Most Renowned Collections oí 
Europe— Antiquities, Bronzes, Ivories, 
Gold, Silver and Precious Stones 


To one who has visited this magnificent 
treasury of the Royal palace at Dresden 
the name “ Green Vaults ” recalls a glori­ 
ous vision of a peep into the kingdom of 
the gods, where more Bplendor met his 
astonished gaze in the space of a few hours 
than he had previously supposed could 
exist in the big round world ; where he 
saw convincing proof of the reality of the 
fabulous Golden Touch : where fleet-footed 
Mercury was transformed into a good- 
natured German guide, who conducted him 
safely through the mazy labyrinth of this 
splendid palace, and smilingly assured him 
that he could find nothing so rich and 
grand outside of his beloved “ Yaterland.” 
It is said the first stack of this celebrated 
collection was laid during the reign of 
George the Bearded, in 1539, and that his 
successors added many works of art, rich 
and rare, part of which were inherited and 
part received from time to time as presents. 
But Augustus the Strong proved to be the 
King Midas, whose magical touch raised 
the collection to its present state of excel­ 
lence, and furnished the rooms with their 
resplendent decoration*. 
One cannot in a small space enumerate 
or describe the one thousandeth part of the 
contents of these eight rooms, so interesting 
both to the lover ot art and student of his­ 
tory. 
But reference to a few of the most 
beautiful and costly objects may serve to 
convey some faint idea of the wealth and 
magnitude of this famous collection, which 
comprise not only the silver and jewels of 
the lioyal family, but also innumerable 
specimens of the finest art from the end of 
the sixteenth to the beginning of the 
eighteenth century. 
W e first examine the 


CABINET OF BRONZES, 
As the entry-room is called, and find more 
than one hundred beautiful brorzes in 
statues, groups and models of different 
works of art, mostly copies of ancient 
sculpture. 
The brackets on which the 
larger groups are placed are beautifully 
inlaid with boulc-work, so called from the 
name of the renowned joiner of Louis XIV., 
Charles Boule. 
Here w e notice Venus and 
a sleeping satyr ; a graceful dog scratching 
himself, 
by the famous sculptor Peter 
Vischer, in 1530 ; a small statue of Charles 
II. of England, under the name of St. 
George and the Dragon, worked out of one 
solid pie.ee of iron ; “ The Bath of Apollo,” 
copied from a group in the garden of Ver- 
seilles, the god Apollo representing the 
young kiug, Louis XIV’., and the nymphs 
the ladies of the French co u rt; an eques­ 
trian statue of the Emperor Marcus Aure­ 
lius, after the original in the capitol at 
Rome. 
We then enter the Cabinet of Ivories, 
which is considered one of the richest 
known in Europe, and numbers more than 
four hundred specimens. 
These are of 
two class, the turned and the carved sub­ 
jects. 
The turned consists of balls, pyra­ 
mids, goblets, bocals, chains, aud pillars; 
the carved comprehends groups, cups, fig­ 
ures and monuments. 
A model of a Dutch 
frigate, done in 1620, claims special atten­ 
tion. 
On the sails are carved in relief the 
arms of Saxony and Brandenburg, and on 
the frigate the names of the Saxon Elec­ 
tors down to the time of John George I. 
All the cordage, and the cannon mouths, 
peeping through the port-holes, are made 
of pure gold. 
This delicate aud wonder­ 
ful piece of carving is two feet high and 
two and and a half feet long, and rests on 
a beautiful pedestal representing N eptnre 
in a shell drawn by two sea-horses, while 
behind him sits a Triton blowing a conch. 
Next comes 


THE CIIIMNEV-ROOM, 
As the third room is called, and countless 
mosaics, enamels, ambers, ostrich eggs, 
corals, shells, and mother of pearl, appear 
before oar admiring eyes. 
Tne mosaics 
contain exquisite specimens of both Floren­ 
tine and Roman workmanship, but the 
Florentine is said to be twenty times more 
expensive than the Roman. 
The fireplace 
in the middle of the room, and from which 
it derived its name, is of Roman sk ill; it 
was arrauged by the court jeweler at Dres­ 
den in 17S2. and is richly ornamented 
with .relievios in biscuit china, rare peb­ 
bles, topazes, agates, amethysts, jasper, 
cornelian, minerals and 
Saxon 
pearls. 
Near this stands a table of Florentine 
workmanship, that would take one man 
ten or twelve years to complete ; this is 
inlaid with 
llowers, fruits, 
birds and 
insects ; in the center is a beautiful gar­ 
land. 
• 
Among the enamels we notice one in 
gray, representing Troy in llames and 
¿Eneas, A-cannis 
and Anchises flying. 
This is called one of the most distin­ 
guished specimens of old Lemoge’s enamel. 
Hera also is a collection of very rich am­ 
bers, 33 in number, the most valuable of 
which is a cabinet that was presented hy 
Frederick William, of Prussia, to Augustus 
the Strong, in 1723 
This is made of oak, 
veneered and formed iuside »nd outside of 
all kinds of amber-mosaic ; in the drawers 
are tiny objects worked in amber, such as 
snuff-boxes, necklaces, card-markers and 
chess-men. 
From here we proceed to the 
silver-room, whose color gave the Dame to 
the Green Vaults, and find an exquisite 
collection of vessels in solid gold, sdvtr- 
gilt, filigree-work, ruby-glass and clocks 
made between the sixteenth and eighteenth 
centuries. 
The vessels are of diffcre*-.. 
forms, were formerly and are still used on 
State occasions at the Srxon Court. 
Here 
stands a silver-gilt basin, used at christen­ 
ings in the royal family, and there a most 
exquisite little dish, adorned with jewels, 
destined for the Holy Sacrament. 
Also, a 
Russian drinking-cup, called a kefschik, 
which was presented to Augustus the 
Strong by Peter the Great, when he visited 
Dresden in 170S, and a fine table clock of 
silver-gilt, d co rated with emeralds and 
rubies. 
We now enter the 


HALL OF PRECIOUS THINGS. 
This charming room is decorated in white 
and gold. 
I t contains a large number of 
costly vessels, cut out of stones of the sec­ 
ond class, and a collection of cameos, gems, 
and vessels In rock-crystal. 
Here are 
richly-set vases, made of jasper, chalce­ 
dony, agate and other atones ; one of onyx, 
set in magnificent gold filigree, is particu 
larly choice. 
So also are two small bocals, 
covered entirely with Bohemian and Ori­ 
ental garnets ; and the three large goblets, 
in silver-gilt, adorned with a number of 
antique cameos, the oldest and best of 
which is a heal of Jupiter, in white chal­ 
cedony, 
with 
eycbalD 
of 
turquoise; 
and the largest, a bust of Ciesar, cut out ol 
green jasper. 
On a wall of this room is 
suspended 
the 
largest enameled work 
known, a painting on copper 34x18 inches, 
representing a holy Magdalen, by F. Ding- 
linger. 
Around a pillar stand four tables, 
bearing ancient and modern jewels ; treas­ 
ure boxes, more or less adorned with half 
precious stones, or gold or enamel ; an 
ale-pot, decorated with enamels and emer­ 
alds and two large blocks of solid silver, 
both of which are from the Saxon mines, 
near Freiberg. 
We have reached the magnificent Corner 
Closet, which is decorated and arranged 
with the finest taste, and contains between 
two and three hundred 
specimens 
of 
beantiful carvings in ivory and half-precious 
stones ; also a large number of misshaped 
oriental pearls. 
These are mostly nick- 
nacks, presents, and tokens ef esteem 
given, at different times, to members of 
the royal family of Saxony. 
Here we see 
a wonderful clock, studded with diamonds, 
emeralds, crysoberyls, and enameled gold, 
representing the legend of St. Hubertns. 
But the gslden egg is the most astonishing 
and ingenions work of the cabinet. 
This 
was given by a Polish gentleman to Angos­ 
tos the Strong. 
I t was intended for a 
scent-he x, and contains several surprises. 
Open it on the bottom and yon disclose a 


reservoir for perfumes ; open it on the top 
and you see first the yolk of an egg in gold 
and enamel ; under this you find a chicken 
of the same material ; and inside this is a 
seal in the form of the Polish crown, richly 
adorned with small diamond?, pearls, and a 
cornelian, on which is engraved a French 
device ; open this crown and you disci- se 
a diamond ring, under the largest stone of 
which is pointed a burning heart, and the 
motto “ Constance et Fidelite.” 
We then 
pass into the 


SEVENTH OR ARMORY ROOM, 
The walls of which are wainscotted with 
oak, and contains shrines where are pre­ 
served the cases for packing the treasure of 
the green vaults in times of war. 
There 
are many carvings in wood—some valuable 
as workB of art, soma as historical relics. 
In a glass case are seen some remarkable 
epeeimt ns, of the smallest dimensions, viz: 
six medallions, by Albert Durer, represent­ 
ing Adam in Paradise ; a peach-kernel, on 
which are cut queer laugoiDg visages ; one 
celebrated curiosity, a cherry-stone, on 
which are cut eighty larger and smaller 
heads, seen only through a good miscro- 
scope; 
another, quite as remarkable, is 
a small bocal cut out of 
a half baz-:l 
nut, containing two hundred hammered 
iron nails. 
We next enter the eighth, 
or 
jewel 
room, 
the 
treasury 
proper 
of 
the 
Royal 
Saxon 
family, 
which 
contains the most costly objects of the en­ 
tire collection. 
This room is decorated in 
the most splendid style ; the mirrors, the 
gold and red, astonish one into the belief 
that King Midas still lives, and that he 
has st.pped suddenly into his immediate 
presence. 
Here we find all the jewels and 
royal possessions classified and arranged in 
separate compartments, of which it is im­ 
possible to mention the one-twentieth part. 
Under the head of the crown jewels, ate 
six or eight different sets of 
precious 
stones of the first class, which, for size and 
brilliancy, arc cot surpassed in Europe. 
The King and Qaeen of Saxony have the 
privilege of wearing any and all of there 
jewels. 
In oce case is a garniture of rote 
diamonds, composed of thirty waist-eoat 
buttons, thirty coat buttons, four shoe 
and knee buttons, a clasp with a ro3u 
of 97i grains, 
an epaulet with a dia­ 
mond 
of 66!. 
grains, 
and 
a 
sword, 
the 
hilt 
ol 
which 
contains 
780 
rosettes. 
The seven orders of the Golden 
Fleece, belonging to the set, are adorned 
with precious stones of the second class, 
onyxes, opals, cata’ eyes, topazeB and Bo 
hemian garnets one of which is said to be 
the largest in Europe. 
In another ease is 
a garniture of brilliants composed of sixty 
buttons, an epaulet with the two largest 
brilliants of the collection ; stars of differ­ 
ent orders ; a sword whose hiic contains 
1,893 single sttnc-s; many buckles; two 
egrets containing pink and yellow- brilliants, 
and a clasp possessing the Lion of the 
Green Vaults, viz. : the unique and cele­ 
brated green brilliant weighing 160 grains. 
This entire set was worn by his Majesty, 
the King of Poland and Saxony, on state 
occasions. 
B at the royal S ix o d crown is 
by far the most attractive object in this 
room ; it is made of gold and thickly stud­ 
ded with diamonds and precious stones ret 
in silver, making a perfect blaze of dazzling 
splendor. 
Besides many jewels similar to 
those already mentioned, there are strings 
of pearls, Bets of brilliants; magnificent 
brooches, ifecklaces and shoulder knots. 
Also 
a 
collection 
of 
sixty two 
rings set 
with 
diam m ls, 
emeralds, 
sapphires, garnets, opals and cornelians. 
Two of these rings belong to Dr. Martin 
Luther, one with a small compass, on 
which is painted a skull of a dead body 
bearing a Latin inscription ; the other with 
a small cornelian, on which are engraved a 
rose and across, the emblems adopted by 
Luther, intended to 
Eigoify 
that 
“ a 
man’s heart is in perfect peace when rest­ 
ing on the cross.” 
In anotter compart­ 
ment we find maDy unset stones, also a 
staff of the Grand Marshal of the Polish 
court, richly adorned with diamonds and 
precious stones, stili used at ceremonies of 
the Saxon court. 
A nothtr compartment 
contains gold chains of the finest qualify, 
badges and trinkets ; still another, fine 
canes adorued with jewels ; a collection of 
swords of state, the hilts made of gold and 
enamel adorned with precious stones. 


CHOICE WORKS OF ART. 
Besides the jewels in this room there are 
many examples of the wonderful skill of 
Joha W. Dinglinger, who died in Dresden 
in 1730, the favorite jeweler of Augustus 
the Sitong. 
One represents Egyptian di­ 
vinities and heathen worship. 
The base is 
an agate-onyx, on wl ¡eh are carved the 
deities Ibis, Anubis and Serapis. 
The re­ 
nowned Apis stands before a golden crib \ 
surrounded by priests ; 
two crocodiles, j 
whore backs arc covered with diamonds, ! 
are placed on both sides, to represent the 
evil spirits, and the numerous figures of 
animals standing around point to the be­ 
lief of the Egyptians in the transmigration 
of souls. 
But the most celebratet’jwork represents 
the birthday of the Emperor of India in 
Delhi. 
In the center of a great silver slab 
two feet square on the renowned peacock 
throne, approached by steps, sits the Great 
Mogul in all his glory. 
B-.fore and aronnd 
him are 132 small figures done in gold and 
enamel, and in every variety of attitude. 
Deputations from the different provinces 
of the empire approach with their re­ 
spective trains, doing homage and c tiering 
presents 
of 
horses, 
elephants . 
and 
camels, 
splendidly 
decorated 
palan- 
kine, 
vases, 
clocks 
and 
servicts, 
all 
richly adorned with precious stonc3 aud 
executed in gold and enamel. 
Around the 
Emperor are his ministers and guards; 
also 
three 
ambassadors in a kneeling 
posture on the steps. 
The great balance 
stands behind a founta'n in the fore­ 
ground, referring to the ceremony of weigh- 
in - the Great Mogul every year on this 
_, aud fixing accordingly the amount of 
tribute which each province had to pay for 
the current year. 
This magnificent piece 
of work required eight years of inces­ 
sant 
labor, 
from 
1701 
to 
170S, 
of 
ÜinglÍDger, his brother, sons and fourteen 
woikmen. 
It was purchased by Augustus 
the Strong for the sum of 58.4S5 thalers. 
We have now explored the last room, 
which open3 into the street, aud takes us 
again among the people, who delve and 
toil early and late, who groan under heavy

taxes, and who whisper among themselves 
that “ Kings are expensive luxuries.” 


DEATH 
OF A NOTED SCÜLPT0R. 


Raphael Monti, the Italian sculptor, 
whose reputation belongs to the days of 
t ie 1S51 Exhibition, died in London on the 
23d of October, aged 63. 
He w a s born í d 
Milan, and studied sculpture under his 
father, Gaetano Monti, an 1 at an early age 
won the gold medal ot the Imperial Acade­ 
my in that city by his group of “ Alex­ 
ander 
Taming Bucephalus.” 
His next 
considerable 
work, 
“ Ajax 
Defending 
the Body of Tatroclus,” was exhibited 
while 
he 
was 
yet 
in 
his 
teens. 
Between 1838 and 1842 he resided in 
Vienna, and between 1842 and 1847 was 
occupied with several groups designed to 
add to the attractions of Milan. 
In 
the last-mentioned year he came to Eng­ 
land, where his “ veiled statue,” executed 
at the instance of the Duke of Devonshire, 
produced a popular furore. 
The device of 
showing the features through a simulated 
veil took the public fancy greatly, and set 
a little fashion in statuary; but we need 
scarcely say that it was a clever though 
facile effect, in no sense belonging to true 
art. 
Returning to Milan, Monti gave his 
adherences to the popular party, aDd in 
1848, as one of the chief of the Na­ 
tional 
Gnard, was sent on a mission 
to the camp of Charles Albert. 
The war 
over, he again came to England, and from 
that time devoted 
himself to his art. 
Madels of more than one of his works may 
be found in the Crystal Palace. 
He is 
probably seen at his best in “ The Veiled 
V estal” and “ Eve After the Fall.” 


No one whose blood Is impure can feel 
well.

A young lady who has taken part in 
private theatricals for years, and who m 
tormented by a desire to go ou the s^age, 
recently went to a manager of a th e a te r 
who, with untiring kindness, had been re ­ 
fusing her opportunities for a chance to 
distinguish herself at his theater, 
and 
showed him an advertisement which sh e 
had clipped from a newspaper, and w hich 
had called for “ a lady to tske a leadiDgpo- 
sition on the stace.” 
It announced “ in­ 
struction free.” The advertiser did n o t 
make himself known, but gave an address 
to which letters should be sent. 
T h e 
manager, being familiar with the ways of 
womankind and knowing thtrefore th a t th e 
advertisement would be answered by his 
visitor whichever course he advised, told 
her to send a letter to the address given, 
and, in case the reply was favorable, to do 
nothing until he had been consulted and 
have an opportunity to inquire about th e 
advertiser. 
He has Dot been called on to 
do so. 
Many similar advertisements 
appear. 
Speakiug to the proprietor of a dram atic 
agency recently, he said : “ In most osee» 
they are simply traps for am li ions ama­ 
teurs. 
It does sometime happen, but n o t 
ofleD, that a manager wants an am ateur 
actress to take a certain part and that th e re 
is no application on the books of any agency 
which fulfills the requirements. 
Then he 
inserts, and receive, Bay a thousand replies^ 
which shows that thsse whose advertise­ 
ments are not legitimate havs a big field for 
their operations. 
“ The number of amateur actresses mho 
want to go upon the stage is enonnom . 
Many of them belong to respectable fami­ 
lies, and it is those that the men I speak 
of wish to catch. They say to tue am ateur 
that it is impossible for her to appear first 
in a city theater, and persuade her to con­ 
tribute toward the expense of organizing n 
snap company to play oulside of New 
York. 
They g rt $800 er $900 or $1.000 
out of these amateurs, aud then leave her. 
Son etimes, after the company get» strand­ 
ed, the amateur comes back w ithout h«r 
trunk or Lor jewelry. 
As to legitimate 
advertisements—a manager may not b e 
able t j find a professional actress wito can 
afford ihe costumes necessary to a part. 
Then he gets some rich cmxteur if he can, 
lets her dress magnificently, and act as her 
nu'ura! ccdowments permit her,and every­ 
body is happy—he especially, because he 
has to pay her little or no salary. 
T h at 
last reason is one why amateurs are not 
much liked in the profession ; they do n o t 
always need money, and they take th e 
bread out of the mouth of the professional 
actresses.” 
“ Every theater, especially those w ith 
Btock company, receives so many applica­ 
tions from amateurs,” said a manager, 
“ that there is no need of advertising. 
As 
for advertisements of this class, they canas 
from men—whether professionals or nof, I 
do not know—who try to make meney out 
of amateurs. 
For instance, they pay to a 
young lady who has money and w ants to 
make her appearance on the stage, that i t 
will cost $2,000, $1,000, $900 or 3 » tc- 
orgsu'ze a company and hire a theater, and 
they get a troupe together and hire a thea­ 
ter tor a night in Ratersor, Newark or 
someother place, where the company gen­ 
erally comes to grief. 
The amount th ey 
make by commission and out of exper.ser 
varies according to the greenness of their 
subject. 
They might in ordinary cssssr 
mske $150, or $200 out of $S0O, while $650 
or $600 went for the expenses, and if th * 
subject was very green they might be able 
to go away with $600. 
¡Some amateurs do 
not care at all about the money. 
In one 
theater half the actresses are amateurs and 
belong to good New York families. 
“ One lady I know of whoaet3 occasional­ 
ly and spends a great deal of money th at 
way. 
Last season her losses were $16,000; 
but she did not mind it, and her agent 
bought himself a nice little place in the 
country. 
Another lady tried to make ar­ 
rangements to p'ay a t m3iiuecs here, and 
the gentleman who accompanied her of­ 
fered to pay any amount required, as be 
is able to do. 
I have sten her act, and 
she acts badly, ard wants to play leading 
parfs, such as Camille. 
V.'e would not 
have her here, bat of course there are th e ­ 
aters in the city where her services wontd 
be accepted on the terms she propo.-es. tin 
the other hand, I know of a joung lady 
belorgmg to a good family, but in reduced 
circumstances, who wants to go on the 
stage to increase her income, ar d there are 
many such cases. 
As to the ‘ instruction 
free’ part of the advertisement, the m an 
may mean it, or ha may hope to get his 
accounts even hy the sale of bocks or hy a 
gratuity when a position is secured for th e 
pupil. 
Some iustiuctors advertise ‘tn - 
gagcmints guaranteed,’ but, except in th e 
case of th? leading teachers, whom every­ 
body knows and who have influence w ith 
managers, this is not to be relied upon, for 
in most cibcs the engagement would have 
to be paid for. 
The professional actors 
Lund in snap companies join them because 
they think they might as well take the risk 
of having to waik back to the city as re­ 
main here iile .” —[New York W orld.

FORMIDABLE WAR 
VESSEL. 


Licutenant-Coinmander 1L M. G. Brow n, 
commanding the United States torp>edo 
'ram Alarm, reports to the Navy I)< piart- 
raent as follows : 
“ The trials have been 
entirely satisfactory in showing that a ves­ 
sel of considerable size can he steered and 
propelled by a screw alone, without a ru d ­ 
der, so that a small vessel is capable o f 
carrying the largest sized gun, and of aim ­ 
ing it with certainty and precision. 
By 
means of t'nis screw, the vessel can be 
turned in place on its axis with a moderate 
steam pressure, making a complete circle 
in two and one-half minutes, which is cer­ 
tainly less than halt the time a duplicate 
vessel could complete the circle by rm ans 
of 
a 
rudder and a speed 
of 
tw elve 
knots an konr, and whereas the la tte r 
vessel would reqnire a circle of 
1 000 
feet to turn in, the Alarm turns abso­ 
lutely on her own axis without visibly 
moving from her position. 
As far as 
can be judged, the mechanical working 
of the screw was entirely tnccessful, no 
trouble of 
any 
kind 
having 1 cc-n ex­ 
perienced with it. 
The vessel attained a 
speed of nearly 11J knots, or I3J miles per 
hour. 
Had the motive mackintry and th e 
vessel’s stern been constiucted especially 
for this screw, ilia same weight of m a­ 
chinery would have given a speed of about 
13 knots, or 15 miles per hour. 
W ith m*- 
chinery which could now be designed, a 
a vessel of the dimensions of the A larm 
could be propelled at from 14 to 14J knots 
pier hour. 
For torpedo vessels ami rare» 
it is indispensable fcr maximum efficiency 
that they have the power of changing their 
course instantly, of turning and backing— 
in brief, of maneuvering with the rapidity 
and handiness of a small boat with oars.

COMMISSIONER BAUM ON CIVIL SERVICS 
REFORM. 


THE SPREAD OF MAHONEISM. 
The Atlanta Constitution remarks that 
“ There is scarcely a State in the South 
“ that has not one or two cheap heroes 
“ that are willing to be used as Mahones.” 
And we do not doubt the truth of the 
statement. Mahoue has Bhown the South­ 
ern demagogues how they can feather their 
nests and obtain control of Northern poli­ 
tics. Of old it was truly said that the 
South ruled the Union. Then, however, 
she ruled it with statesmen, at least, 
whereas at present we are threatened with 
a revival of the Southern dictation, but 
with demagogues in the place of the Clays 
and Calhouns. The Southern political riff­ 
raff have been shown that all they have to 
do is to capture the ignorant negro and 
“ poor white” votes by some bold measure 
of dishonesty like repudiation, to obtain 
the sympathy and support of the Republi­ 
can party at tbe North. As a matter of 
course they will take advantage of this 
opening. We expect to see “ Mahoneism,” 
in other wordB, Repudiation, sweep through 
the South. Or perhaps some more original 
rogue may introduce the " No R ent” plat­ 
form in some of the Southern States. That 
would be sure to take with the negroes, 
and though the Republicans at the North 
might find it somewhat harder to indor'¿, 
no doubt they would come to it in time, 
for do they not hold that anything is ad­ 
missible to “ break the Solid South ? ” It 
is a very pretty kettle of fish that Mahone 
has cooked for the party, and it would be 
fatuous to imagine that his example will 
not be followed, and very probably im­ 
proved upon. Of course “ Mahoneism” 
will spread. 


AN EXTRAORDINARY CHARGE. 
For the second time it is stated that the 
Governor of Kastern Siberia withheld the 
news of the loss of the Jeannette and the 
arrival of a part of her crew, for a consid­ 
erable time. It is now said that he refused 
to telegraph the news because the wrecked 
explorers could not pay for the service 
in advance. The further statement that 
much indignation is felt at St. Petersburg 
because of the conduct of this official gives 
a semblance of truth to the story. No 
doubt it may be the case. Of course such 
an act of meanness on the part of a remote 
official cannot entail any blame upon the 
Russian Government. It would be merely 
the stupidity of au individual. But for 
all this the delay in the transmission of the 
news may be productive of evil conse­ 
quences, and if so it is to be hoped that 
the fool of a Siberian Governor will be pun­ 
ished in an exemplary manner. 


PKOBlBLY A MISTAKE. 


The dispatch describing a disastrous 
panic in a church, which we published yes­ 
terday, came direct from London, ar.d 
without anything to show that it had 
reference to any other place. There was 
however inherent evidence of a kind to 
render it almost certain that the events 
described occurred in Russia or some other 
continental country. 
For there is no 
Church of the Holy Cross in London. And 
there is no feeling against the Jews there. 
And mobs cannot be gathered at such 
shortnotice there. And the military are not 
called out to put down mobs there. And it 
not the custom to plunder stores there. 
And in fact nearly all the several incidents 
of the affair point to a mistake in the loca­ 
tion of it. It is more likely to have hap­ 
pened in Russia than anywhere else, 
though it may have occurred in Germany. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has discussed civil service reform in his 
annual report, and has made certain 
recommendations concerning which he is 
anxious to have the opinions of the press. 
The Commissioner cannot be regarded as a 
reformer, to begin with. His efforts are 
directed to the discovery of some plan 
which will permit the spoils system to be 
retained at the same time that certain 
nominal concessions are made to the re­ 
form spirit. Commissioner Raum is very 
far behind the times, in fact, but wo 
trust that his bold advocacy of proposi­ 
tions which belong only to the spoils sys­ 
tem indicates no sympathy with his 
views on the part of the Administration. 
How far behind the age the Commissioner 
is may be gathered from his extraordinary 
assertion that “ it is inconsistent with 
“ the genius of our Government, and 
“ contrary to the public sentiment of the 
“ people to have the great body of the 
“ officers and employes of the executive 
“ branch of the Government to hold their 
“ positions by a life tenure, or during good 
“ behavior. Such a system would create 
“ a privileged class removed from the in- 
“ finence of popular sentiment, which in 
“ this country is a constantly operating 
“ force favorable to honest, efficient admin- 
“ istration. It would repress the laudable 
“ and honorable ambition of other citizens 
“ to serve the Government in official posi 
“ tious, and would manifestly tend to 
“ weaken the hold that our system of 
“ popular government has upon the minds 
“ of the people.” Here we have the most 
fatuous, silly, illogical, demagogic propo 
sitions that the most inveterate spoilsmen 
have ever employed, put forward under 
the pretense of reform. This really will 
not do, Commissioner Raum. It is tres­ 
passing too audaciously upon both the 
patience and intelligence of the American 
people to tender snch fustian to them in an 
official report, and above all to pretend 
that you desiie aDj thing else than tbe per­ 
petuation of the spoils system. 
There is not a single true assertion in the 
doctrine which the .Commissioner has laid 
down a3 the foundation for his sham re­ 
form scheme, which, we may as well state 
at once, consists in nothing more than the 
making of all Government appointments 
for four years, with one year for probation, 
and arrangements for retiring allowances. 
His allegation that fixity of tenure ¡3 in­ 
consistent with the genius of our Gov­ 
ernment, is ridiculous and flatly untrue. 
The truth is that the spoils system is incon­ 
sistent with the genius of our Govern­ 
ment, and that in the earlier years of the 
republic all the principles which are now 
claseed as reform principles were in full 
operation. It is only within the last forty 
years that the spoils system has existed, 
and when it was first introduced it was re­ 
garded rightly as a flagrant departure from 
the fundamental principles of American 
government. The assertion that public 
sentiment is opposed to the tenure of office 
daring good behavior is, moreover, a most 
impudent untruth for a Government official 
to print in his report. He might as well 
have said that public sentiment wa3 op­ 
posed to honesty in the public service. 
The stupidity of tbe advocates of the 
spoils system, however, is only less re­ 
markable than their hardihood. 
They 
cannot invent any new arguments, and the 
old ones have been shattered to pieces, yet 
they still keep picking up the fragments 
and putting them together again. 
Commissioner Raum’s objection of a 
“ privileged class” is rank nonsense, and 
his other objections are as rank dema- 
gogism. 
The public service is simply a 
great business concern, of which the people 
are the proprietors. It is their first inter­ 
est to have their work done well, and 
whenever they have found faithful and 
honest employes, it is their interest to keep 
them. And if they continue to do faithful 
and valuable service they ought to be 
retained indefinitely. The spoils system 
was invented for no patriotic purpose. 
It ¡3 essentially unpatriotic. 
It is the 
machinery of selfish, greedy, unscrupulous, 
shameless faction. ¡ It has never been 
anything else than an agency by which 
party leaders could maintain their power 
at the public expense, and to the detriment 
of the public business. The “ rotation in 
office ” doctrine is alike imbecile and cor­ 
rupt. It is not true that every citizen has 
a claim for office. 
No citizen has any 
other claim than his personal merits give 
him. Where there are no merits there are 
no rights. 
But the spoils system excludes 
merit, and gives office to demerit. And the 
talk of a “ privileged class ” is prepos­ 
terous. A permanent class of Government 
clerks is no more a privileged class than 
a permanent class of mercantile clerks. 
What special privileges Wíuid théy possess ? 
Will Commissioner Raum tell us? Under 
civil service principles they would have to 
earn every dollar they were paid. They 
would have no more political influence 
than any other citizen. If they meddled 
with politics they would instantly lose 
their places. 
But with civil service reform the country 
would have its business well done by civil, 
attentive, competent men, instead of by a 
horde of incapiblts who obtain their offices 
through the “ machine,” and keep them by 
doing the political dirty work of their mas­ 
ters, instead ef the public work for which 
they are paid. And instead of “ repressing 
“ the laudable and honorable ambition of 
“ other citizens to serve the Government,” 
the new system would throw open all the 
subordinate offices to competitive examina­ 
tion, and enable the really competent 
people, who are at present shut out from 
the civil service, and thousands of whom 
would gladly enter it, to try their chances. 
It would give us the best class of public 
servants, in fact, instead of the worst. And 
in doing this it would strip Congress of 
that patronage which has become so intol­ 
erable a burden to our public men from the 
President down, and thus enable them to 
devote their time to those important meas­ 
ures of public utility which are now neg­ 
lected because the spoils system engrosses 
all the attention of Representatives and 
Senators, and heads of departments and 
Presidents. 
W hat Commissioner Ranm 
means by saying that a fixed tenure of office 
would “ manifestly tend to weaken the 
“ hold that our system of popular govern­ 
" meut has upon the minds of the people,” 
he probably could not explain himself. It 
is no doubt a mere specimen of rhetoric 
such as the politicians of his school employ 
when they find themselves in difficulties. 
There never was an abuse yet that some 
class did not defend as being identified 
with “ our glorious Constitution ” or “ tbe 
“ foundations of popular government.” 
But we shall not allow the Commission­ 
er’s observation to go unexamined for all 
this. 
He says fixity of tenure would 
weaken the hold of popular government. 
How ? Has it done so in England ? Is it 
rational to anticipate that honest, efficient, 
economical administration of public busi­ 
ness is more likely to weaken the hold of 
popular government upon the public mind 


than bad, extravagant, dishoneat adminis­ 
tration ? Is bad government better than 
good, in short, for that is really what 
Commissioner Raum implies. There is 
no room for controversy as to the superior 
efficiency of the reform methods. They 
have been proved by the experience of 
twenty yeare in England, and by the ex­ 
perience of three years in the N»w York 
Postoffice and Custom House. That ques­ 
tion, therefore, is d o longer an open one. 
And indeed, neither this nor any other of 
the Commissioner’s arguments will bear 
analysis. Tney are utterly false, weak and 
sophistical. His premises are all wrong, 
and his conclusions are of course equally 
erroneous. Civil service reform threat­ 
ens the country ¡Fith no “ privileged 
“ class,” nor with any exclusion of 
ambitious citizens. It merely proposes 
to give us the fittest men instead 
of the least fit; it takes from politicians 
the dangerous power of trafficking in pub­ 
lic offices ; it gives to those who have pre­ 
pared themselves with study and toil for 
the transaction of public business, a defi­ 
nite assurance that they will not be turned 
out capriciously to make room for somebody 
else ; it puts the right to hold office where 
alone it can logically rest, namely on the 
basis of personal desert. 
Commissioner 
Raum’s recommendations are not wiBe or 
salutary. It is perfectly clear that he has 
no just conception of civil service reform, 
and that he only seeks one of those feeble 
and unsatisfactory compromises which 
never have any other effect than to defer 
the reform for which they are not and 
cannot be substitutes. We are sorry that 
so crude a conception of the question 
should have been put forward by a public 
official in his report, moreover, for it seems 
to indicate that his views, notwithstanding 
their narrowness and fallacy, are indorsed 
by the head of his department. However 
that may be, Commissioner Raum is alto­ 
gether wroDg in his doctrine, and his sug­ 
gested remedies are only calculated to hin­ 
der the reform which he professes to be in 
favor of. 


ESTHETICISM. 


The departure from England of Oscar 
Wilde, on a lecturing tour to the United 
States, has been made the occasion of a 
serious discussion of the claims of that 
esthetic cult of which he is the High 
Priest. And perhaps it was time that an 
attempt should be made to gauge a move­ 
ment which, despite the ridicule to which 
it has been subjected, has unquestionably 
exercised a widespread influence of some 
kind upon modern society in English­ 
speaking countries. To the majority of 
people the word Eitheticism no doubt con­ 
veys a very vague and indefinite idea. To 
a smaller number it probably suggests lit­ 
tle more than the satire of Da Maurier 
in Punch, and Gilbert in “ Patience.” It 
recalls the Postlethwaite and Cimebne- 
Brown school, and is 
consequently 
connected with the idea of extrava­ 
gant and fantastic affectation, and a 
pretense of art culture and enthusiasm far 
too esoteric to be appreciated or under­ 
stood by the commonalty. 
And it is 
doubtless the case that a very absurd 
school of this kind has constituted the 
most piominent and conspicuous expres­ 
sion of modern Estheticism. Precisely 
what the cult means, as interpreted by the 
Postlethwaites and Browns, has never yet 
been made clear. Indeed it would seem 
that obscurity and a sort of art mysticism 
were inseparable from the most pronounced 
developments of the movement. The Es­ 
thetics themselves think that they are the 
true and only exponents of Culture, as 
contradistinguished from Philistinism. It 
is certainly true that they arc as different 
as possible in their ideas from the average 
Thilistineof the old school; but it is by no 
means so certain that ultra-Estheticism 
is not Philistinism under a new aspect. 
Its origin may fairly be assumed to be 
due to discontent with the sordid and in­ 
artistic standards of society generally. It 
was an attempt to popularize art, and to 
discard the material and gross surround­ 
ings of the period. It was to be a move­ 
ment instinct with subtle intellectual 
meanings. It was to rebuke Saoddyism 
and Plutocracy. It was to revive simplic­ 
ity and true culture together. It was to 
lift men and women out of the old stolid 
habits, and to teach them a hew and higher 
line of thought and action. Unfortunately 
for the Esthetic school it made shipwreck 
upon the interpretation of Art. It was so 
determined to have nothing to do with the 
old theories that it resolved to invent prin­ 
ciples and standards for itself. It was 
deeply tinged with the fleshly mysticism 
of the Swinburne school, and it sought its 
ideals consequently in the wrong direction. 
Instead, therefore, of bringing its disciples 
up to the worship of true Beauty, it per­ 
verted their miuds, and made them fasten 
their affections upon ideals possessing no 
characteristic more meritorious than ex­ 
travagance and oddity. Tho Esthetics thus 
developed a completely and increasingly 
unnatural theory of life. It was to be 
Earnest, but without any of the purposes to 
which earnestness may be fitly applied. It 
was to be Grave, but without any of the 
reasons which render gravity respectable. 
It was to be Enthusiastic, but only in re­ 
gard to things which the world has justly 
branded as fantastic. It was to be full of 
Symbolism, but the symbols must be of 
things alike unintelligible and void of im­ 
portance. 
In short, the uew school lent itself natu­ 
rally and unavoidably to extravagance and 
caricature, for it had not that foundation 
of solid Truth which can alone give seri­ 
ousness to any movement. An English 
journal says of it that “ when its extrava- 
“ gance and affectation are swept away, it 
" will be found to have affected much the 
“ beauty of Art, and that its apostles and 
“ votaries will deserve thanks.” We can­ 
not agree with this opinion. We do not 
think that Estheticism has really done 
mnch to extend the realm of true Art. 
We think, on the contrary, that it has done 
much to inculcate wholly false and vicious 
and maudlin and foolish views of Art. 
Nothing can be more hideons than the art 
conceptions it has produced. Nothing can 
be more contrary to that profound maxim 
that Beauty and Utility should go together, 
than its schemes of decoration and 
costume. It has become responsible for 
an infinite quantity of unmitigated ugli­ 
ness. 
It has inflicted Eistlakism upon 
a suffering world. It ha3 thnut the 
incongruities of Japanese art into intoler­ 
able juxtaposition with the outcome of 
Anglo-Saxon civilization. It has revived 
the tasftless 
tawdriness of 
Qieen 
Anne’s reign. 
It has outraged every 
true artistic feeling by adopting the 
most vulgar and flaring flowers in Na­ 
ture for its symbols. It has burrowed 
into barbarism for the most preposterous 
elements of Aiiglo-Norman costume. It 
has vulgarized the popular notions of Art 
by canonizing Peacock Feathers, Sun­ 
flowers, Tiger Lilies, Japanese Storks, and 
other similar absurdities. 
It has further confused every sense of 
harmony and fitness by its egregiously silly 


experiments in colors and tones. It has 
given the world a hundred frightful combi­ 
nations, and scarcely one that is pleasing 
and grateful. It has created a vogue for 
a mawkish sentimentality which is simply 
disgusting, and has invented a jargon 
which has only served to intensify and 
bring into stronger relief the folly of fools. 
Against all this, what is to be set ? We 
confess our inability to see. The Esthetic 
School has, as it appears to us, done noth­ 
ing but to hinder intellectual progress by 
misleading a great many people into a by­ 
way which terminates in a cul-de-sac, and 
whence they will all have to retrace their 
steps if they are ever to learn anything 
worth knowing of Art and Nature. In fact 
Estheticism seems to us as completely false 
and m¡Echievou8 in its way as was that 
dramatic conventionalism which in Gar­ 
rick’s time costumed Julius Ciesar in a 
Ramillies wig, and compelled Coriolanus 
to wear silk breeches and an embroidered 
velvet coat of the latest mode. However, 
Mr. Oscar Wilde is about to enlighten the 
American public on the subject, and no 
doubt he will make his lecturing tour pe­ 
cuniarily profitable, whatever intellectual 
consequences it may have. Mr. Wilde is a 
poet whose only meritorious verses are 
those which traverse his own canons of 
taste. It has been said of him that he 
possesses more sense that hi3 public career 
indicates ; which is equivalent to saying 
that his admirers have undertaken to clear 
him from the charge of being a fool, by in­ 
timating that he is a hypocrite and an im­ 
postor. In his position we should prefer to 
he thought as thorough-going an enthusiast 
as Reginald Bunthorne in his earlier man­ 
ner.

HUMORIST. 
Francisco JKdsp is a weekly 
publication which possesses two decided 
merits, viz.: its cartoons, and its letter­ 
press. As the Wasp consists principally 
of cartoons and letter-press, this may be 
considered as equivalent to saying that it 
is a meritorious paper ; and we shall not 
quarrel with that interpretation. 
But 
while there are several other weekly papers 
which equal the Wasp in the matter of 
cartoons, it stands alone and unapproach­ 
able in the matter of its letter-press. Aud 
the reason of this is that its letter-press 
is largely the work of a man of true 
genius. The name of this man of gerius 
is Ambrose G. Bierce, and his writing is 
like that of no other writer, living or dead. 
We have several times made the mistake 
of trying to classify it. But its flavor re­ 
sembles that of the durion, in which the 
most contradictory things seem blended in 
a manner to defy gastronomic analysis. 
In Mr. Bierce’s writings one is at dif­ 
ferent times reminded of Rabelais, 
of Swift, of Thackeray, of Heine, 
of La Bruyere, of Rochefoucauld, of 
many other satirists ; yet it is never so 
close a resemblance as to suggest either 
conscious imitation or that involuntary re­ 
production which results from a complete 
absorption of some favorite author’s thoughts 
and mannerisms. Mr. Bierce is at all times 
himself, and never a mere distorted copy of 
somebody else. His mastery' of English is 
a perpetual delight and wonder to the 
open-minded reader of his writings, and 
this mastery is best shown in the unfailing 
fitness of his expressions. Just as the feats 
of the accomplished athlete are performed 
with so apparent an ease as to suggest the 
absence of all difficulty in the movements, 
so the master of a language only exhibits 
his fullness by the precision with which 
his every thought is appropriately clothed. 
But evidently no mere mastery of language 
could impart any charm to a style which 
was deficient in ileas, and we must not 
therefore omit to express cur admiration of 
the quaint and outre turns of thought which 
constantly surprise Mr. Bierce’s readers. 
His vein is satirical, and he appears to have 
less pathos in his humor than is generally 
associated with so keen and biting a wit. 
There is a metallic riDg in his satire, in­ 
deed, which does not suggest any thought 
of mercy for its object. All his words are 
sharp-edged, and cut to the bone, and 
nothing is more apparent than that they 
were intended to do the most slaughter 
possible, and that the writer derives a deep 
satisfaction from the contemplation of his 
savage onslaughts. But there is at once a 
raciness and a refinement about Mr. 
Bierce’s satire which seems to content the 
artistic sense of the reader. His commi- 
nations are like those of Bishop Ernul- 
phus, all-embracing and all sufficient. 
When he ha9 once directed the lightnings 
of his bitter wit against an object, it is as 
effectually obliterated as was the antide- 
luvian monster in Bulwer’s “ Coming 
“ Race,” when tbe Yril Staff had been 
discharged upon it. 
Mr. Bierce is a 
hater of shams, as every born satirist 
must be. lie is sometimes too impatient of 
literary weakness which bis own great force 
renders him incapable of sympathizing 
with or tolerating. . But in all that he 
writes there is a virile power, a concen­ 
trated lucidity, and a point so keen aud 
incisive, that ths most exacting literary 
taste is satisfied. Such a writer ought to 
have had a national, nay, a world-wide rep­ 
utation, if the intellectual condition of the 
time had been what it is conventionally 
represented to be. Bat men whose minds 
are not run in a familiar maid are seldom 
appreciated by the dull mediocrity which 
issues the world’s judgements, and perhaps 
the writings of Mr. Bierce will not be gen­ 
erally valued in accordance with their 
merit until a generation has risen which is 
more nearly on an intellectual level with 
him than the present one. If he is a Comt- 
ist this prospect may satisfy him. 
If 
he is not it is more likely to increase the 
causticity of his humor. 
But assuredly 
in him California possesses a satirist and 
humorist whose like and whose equal will 
be sought in vain throughout the republic 
of letters.

The most national character we now pos­ 
sess is Theodore Walton, proprietor of 
the Sc. James Hotel on Broadway, and the 
biggest winner on the race-track we have 
ever sent abroad or kept at home. Almost 
everybody predicts that Walton will ulti­ 
mately “ go broke” to use the grammar of 
the turf, but he has ehown remarkable re­ 
sources up to this time. He belongs to a 
family in the northern part of Philadelphia 
county, probably Quaker originally, but 
several of them were tavern-keepers on the 
turnpike roads leading to towns. Fifteen 
or twenty years ago Walton kept a tavern 
for farmers on North Second street. He 
had quick wits, and believed in the use of 
money. He always found men mere grate­ 
ful for money than for anything he pos­ 
sessed. He always felt more grateful him­ 
self for money than anything. 
Reasoning on the ground floor of him­ 
self, Walton aaid : “ A man must have 
some money and put it out, and then he 
will make more money.” II» put out his 
first money to be elected tooue of the city 
offices. It was to his great advantage that 
he was called “ The.” If he had ever been 
called Theodore it would have ruined him 
in Philadelphia politics. There a man 
must have his back slapped before he 
passes muster as a true son of the people. 
Walton put up well, and was elected to 
one of the City Hall offices. The usual 
income of one of the ring offices in Phila­ 
delphia is $100,000. There are half a dozen 
or more of such offices. Walton learned to 
speculate in office. He is naturally sport­ 
ing and fast, and wants to know how Tom 
Scott, and George Bliss, and Tony Drexel 
got so much money. He paid about $200,­ 
000 to know how Tom Scott made his by 
going into Wall street on a point that he 
got right from the office, discharging his 
salary at a broker. A suit his clerkB 
brought against Walton for the final morifths 
of their salary is attributable to his earnest 
desire to investigate the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 
Walton’s office was something like Regis­ 
ter of Wills, or Recorder ot Deeds, it 
makes no difference which. When he went 
out of it he organized a company which 
should sell the inquest of title cheaper than 
the beautiful city would give it to its own 
citizens. To hunt a title in the regular 
office required a small fortune; but Walton’s 
company proposed to do the hunting, and 
give the anxious inquirer a title for about 
$10. Of course, a charter was obtained for 
this company at Harrisburg, that com­ 
pendious source of dead men’s insurance 
companies, credit mobilier, etc. Walton 
sold out his interest in the Title-Searching 
Company, and took the St. James Hotel 
when it was unprofitable. He kept a good 
house, and it is the basis .f pecuniary 
force. Soon after he went in his propensity 
for sporting matters showed itself. He be­ 
came a member of the Racket Club, and 
his powerful physique could he seen with 
the little net-bag in his hands, driving a 
small ball by the hour at nowhere, and of­ 
fering to bet anybody that came in that he 
could beat anybody at the business. 
He had the finest horse on the road, ar.d 
challenged everybody, and wherever you 
would meet him on the road he would want 
to turn a quarter of a dollar with you, 
head or tail. He got to be a terror to 
horsemen, because every time he said tail 
it was tail, and if he said head, head 
turned up. Occasionally he would get two 
light-weight boxere and hire a hall for 
them to punch each other, Restless, in­ 
teresting, bold yet genial, lie falsified the 
predictions of men who said he would go 
down like a mushroom. He finally went 
on the turf—not with horses, but with a 
full puree. He says he lost about $30,000 
trying to find out what the turf was. He 
dually made up his mind that the turf was 
a compound of swindling and ignorance. 
Thousands of young fellows were going 
after the races and keeping poor and miser­ 
able, while a lot of gambling sharpers were 
selling tbe pools, making books, etc., and 
doing well. Walton said r “ There must 
be human nature somewhere in the busi­ 
ness. It is the most rapid way to make 
money if you only know how. My object 
iu life is to know how.” 
He began by rigging up his fast mare 
before dayliglit in the morning, and driv­ 
ing up to the race-track, where he was B een 
talking to the trainers and jockey-boys 
familiarly. 
Democratic in his maDner, 
w.th a strong will and an almost supernat­ 
ural instinct for the things of common 
life, and with a powerful memory, hcatored 
away his secrets of horses and of riders, 
and one of the first things he discovered 
was that the jockeys were not half paid. 
“ How much do you get, boy, for winning 
that $2,000 yesterday ?’’ Walton would 
siy. “ I get $20 a month,” said the boy, 
“ and the old man gave me $2 for winning 
that race.” “ The old man is a villain,” 
said Walton. “ The next time you are 
going to win a race I want to know about 
it, aud I will give you $100.” 
Rutting h¡3 time and attention closely 
at the business, betting high and never 
low, Mr. Walton two years ago took 
$50,000 away from Saratoga. The Ken­ 
tucky stablemen- said they were going to 
Bhoot him, but Kentuckians do not often 
shoot outside of Kentutky, except in Mis­ 
souri. They want a State where the laws 
are mild, except toward the dead. “ They 
may shoot and be damned,” said The Wal­ 
ton. “ What they come to Saratoga for 
is to steal our money, and that is what I 
am trying to get from them this year, for 
I have paid $30,000 for my experience.” 
Tho next season everybody that was not 
afraid of Walton wanted to know him. 
The very book-makers and pool-sharpcrs 
felt that they could not do justice to the 
turf unless they knew Walton. He is a 
blonde, with a large face, faded eye, a 
large chest, and more inquisitive than a 
newspaper reporter. That year he took 
from Saratoga about $SO,000, and then 
dropped down to Long Branch, and beat 
the Lorillards, the Belmonts, aud all ths 
old amateure of the turf. 
Racing associations began to deliberate 
whether they should not put a big sign up 
on the front gate : “ Everybody admitted 
but The Walton.” Somebody suggested, 
however, that it would look a little strange 
to shut off the racetrack the only outsider 
who ever won anything ; and it was inti­ 
mated that they had better put up the 
sign: "Nobody wanted here but those 
who can lose.” You could see gathered at 
one end of the hotel porch after the races 
the gamblers, the horae-owners, the pool- 
sellers, and half a dozen flats, who had 
been losing money for want of Walton’s 
sagacity; taikmg about “ gentlemeD,” and 
“ honor,” aud the nobility of the turf,” and 
how The Walton was dragging it down. In 
the meantime the great Theodore was en­ 
tertaining the jockeys and trainers at the 
bar or at some of the obscure taverns they 
haunted. 
He felt the pasteros of the 
horses to run next day, and the very horses 
it seemed felt that they were going to get 
$500 to $1,000 from him if they ran well. 
When he had accumulated and kept 
about $100,000, Mr. Walton felt the gout 
coming into his feet, and it frightened him. 
He started over to Teplitz, or same place 
on the other side, and went through a 
thorough course of diet, walking and water- 
drinking, and when it was hoped by most 
of the horsemen that he was dead, he sud­ 
denly turned up at the Derby in England, 
struck the right horse, and after a little 
tour of the tracks came back with $S0,000. 
He stayed on this side but a little while, 
in the meantime cleaning out almost every 
race course iu the country, and then he 
darted back, and on the second visit to 
England he made clean in hand $300,000. 
He found men there who would bet at his 
figures. I was talking to Mr. Criekmore 
the other night ahout Walton, and he re­ 
marked : “ They may eay what they like 
about Walton. He is the first American 
who has gone to that side of the water and 
bet as boldly as the richest class in En­ 
gland. He has bet up to the limit of the 
book-makers, and no man says that he ever 
failed to pay his bets, though it is gen­ 
erally the other way when people have to 
phy him.” 
Mrs. Langtry’s costume, on the occasion 
of her recent debut a9 an amateur actress, 
was dainty but simp'e. She wore a pink 
dress of a very delicate shade, with lace 
disposed about it, aud a pannier. Her lace 
collar showed the neck and throat; it was 
ths counterpart of the one in her last por­ 
trait by Mr. Millai-, and her only orna­ 
ments were a diamond-arrow brooch aud a 
belt with a diamond clasp. On one hand 
she wore her wedding ring, on the other a 
small diamond, and a couple of bracelets 
decorated her wrists. 


A JUDSE’S CHARGE, W ITH VARIATIONS. 
The following comes from Georgia and 
its accuracy is vouched for by the steno­ 
grapher who took it down : 
Judge — was noted for the way he 
got mixed in his charges to the jury. On 
one occasion a case was tried before him, 
the points of which may he briefly stated 
thus : Smith brought suit against Jones 
upon a promissory note given for a horse. 
Jones’ defense was failure of consideration 
he averring that at the time of the pur­ 
chase the horse had the glanders, of which 
he died, and that Smith knew if.

I intend to make 
it so clear to you this time that you can­ 
not possibly make any mistake. This suit 
is upon a note given for a promissory 
horse. I hope yog understand that. Now, 
if you find that at the time of the sale 
Smith had the glanders, and Jones knew 
it, Jones cannot recover. 
That is clear, 
gentlemen. I will state it again. If you 
find that at the time of thie sale Jones 
had the distemper, and Smith knew it, 
then Smith cannot possibly recover. But, 
gentlemen, I will slate it a third time, so 
that you cannot possibly make a mistake. 
If at the time of the sale Smith had the 
glanders, and Jones had the distemper, 
and the horse knew it, then neither Smith, 
Jones, nor the horse can recover. Let the 
record be given to the jury.”—[Harper’s.

METROPOLI IAN THEATER. 
The Alice Oates Comic Opera Company 
opened at the Metropolitan Theater yester­ 
day under a week’s engagement with the local 
manager, I). J. Simmon?. Despite the storm 
the matinee was largely attended, indeed it 
was an exceptionally tine matinee audience. 
At night, though the weather was very in­ 
clement, there was a good house. The opera 
wa3 “ La Mascotte.” Alice Oates is well 
known in Knglish comic opera, probably bet­ 
ter and m jre popularly known than any riva1, 
notwithstanding some of them are better 
vocalists. Oates means well, íb fact, in some 
things her later years on the stage have 
much improved her. She is more than 
ever the dashing, bewitching actress, 
who knows just where to stop with 
her mimicry and abandon ; 
knows 
where lies a precise line to cross, which would 
make comic opera vulgarity. Some are in­ 
clined to think, and with perhaps some 
grounds, that this very lively little actress is 
p little too acrobatic and free upon the stage, 
it is perhaps one of the best evidences of her 
success in that she prevails rather by her 
comedy art, than by her vocalism. Her voice 
is still pleasingly sweet. “ La Mascotte” 
gave no opportunity for its present strength 
or register to be accurately judged, 
but this m3y be said, Alice Oates sings better 
now than when here soma years ago, and it 
is quite worth the admission to hear 
her in the charming duo with the 
tenor, “ You more I love than turkeys.” 
What she sang, she gave with charming 
effect, and the auditors were quite won away 
from any serious criticism of the voice of ttie 
singer by the dramatic business which she 
makes so very prominent.

T ired of L ife.—Last evening a man 
named Henry Weimer committed suicide in 
his room at a house on K street, between 
Second and Third, by taking strychnine. 
The facts, so far as known, are a3 follows: 
The man had roomed where he died, for three 
er four days past, and went to bed as usual 
last night, and nothing unusual seemed to be 
the matter with him. About 10 o’clock he 
called Jo Hurtado, who was rooming near 
him, and told him to go for a physician, as he 
was paralyzed. Ku-tadoaaid to him, “ Have 
you not taken poison ?” and he replied, "Yes; 
that is the bottle.” The bottle referred to 
was a quarter ounce bottls of strychnine, 
with more than hilf the contents gone. 
A physician was summoned, but to 
no purpose. 
The Coronor was noti­ 
fied acd the body was taken to the 
morgue. 
Upon examining the effects be­ 
longing to the deceased a permit to enter the 
County Hospital, issued December 26)h, by 
Supervisor J. W. Wilson, was found. From 
this fact it may be presumed that deceased 
was unwell, and as no cause is known why he 
should commit the act, it is probable that he 
took the poison while suffering from a depres­ 
sion of spirits. A letter was also found ad­ 
dressed to his wife “ Mrs. Harry Weimer, 
Protestant Orphan Asylum.” In it he said 
nothing of his intent to take poison, but ex 
pressed a desire to be buried respectably. 
Coroner A. J. Vermilya wiil hold an inquest 
this evening, when other factB may be de­ 
veloped.

STEALING AN EARL. 
The London Standard of December 3d 
gives tl.e following additional particulars 
about the robbery of the body of the Earl 
of Crawford: “ Tnere can be no doubt 
that sometime between Wednesday night 
and Thursday morning the plan adopted 
for furnishing convincing evidence of the 
theft had been executed. So many people 
pass the vault daily that any interference 
with it would be almost instantly observed. 
The chapel is practically a part of Dun 
Echt House, there being an entrance to it 
from the library. The apparatus necessary, 
for raising the slab and removing the rail­ 
ing would be conveniently handy, building 
operations being at present in progress at 
Dun Echt. The coffins wire opened skill­ 
fully aud without the least violence. 
Neither the cuter one of oak nor the inner 
wooden one has been broken, the lids hav­ 
ing been simply unscrewed. As the lead 
shell had been soldered it had to be cut 
open ; but this had been neatly performed ; 
and so the appearance of the vault yester­ 
day did not awaken in the spectator any 
such feelings as would naturally be asso­ 
ciated with the application of force and 
violence. The object of the thieves seems 
pretty clear, and the opinion is that they 
must have been well acquainted with the 
district. That several persons were en­ 
gaged in the robbery is pretty certain. The 
slabs were of Caithness stone, very heavy, 
being six feet square and several inches 
thick. 
Dun Effit House is about a mile 
from the road, and so the thieves might 
carry on their operations unmolested by 
the public ; but the fact of the chapel 
being connected with the house makes it a 
matter of certainty that the theft must 
have been perpetrated during the night. 
The deceased Earl being a spare man, the 
thieves would be able to carry off the body 
all the more easily. On Thursday morning 
a laborer passing the spot on his way to his 
work observed that the ground on the top 
of the entrance to the mausoleum had been 
disturbed and that the slab opposite the 
first step of the 6tairs was on its side, sup­ 
ported by a stick. The man communicated 
with the servants at the house, but it was 
decided not to enter the vault until the 
arrival of the Commissioner and police 
officers from Aberdeen. Those officials 
were at once summoned, and when they 
arrived in the forenoon they decided to 
enter and examine the mausoleum. For 
this purpose another slab had to be lifted, 
and two persons entered. They were hor­ 
rified by the sight that met their view. 
Strewed upon the ground were pieces of 
wood and sawdust, and the coffins in which 
the remains of the late Earl had lain were 
lying on the shelf in a state of wreck. The 
wooden erection placed in front to protect 
the coffin had been torn away.

If it were necessary, 
for example, to establish the fact that a 
handkerchief was white, it was not to be 
dene without some such colloquy as this: 
“ Was it a white handkerchief ?” 
“ Sir?" 
“ Was the handkerchief white? ’ 
“ Was it white, sor ?’’ 
“ Yes, v*as it white?” 
“ Was what white, sor?” 
“ The handkerchief—was the handker­ 
chief white ?” 
“ W hat handkerchief, sor !” 
“ The handkerchief you ju3t mentioned ; 
the handkerchief that the defendant 
dropped.” 
“ I didn’t see it, sor.” 
“ Didn’t see the handkerchief ?” 
“ Didn’t see him drop it, sir.” 
“ Well, did you see the handkerchief ?” 
“ The handkerchief, sor? Oh, yes, sor ! 
I saw it—I saw the handkerchief.” 
“ Well, was it white ?” 
“ It was, sor.” 
A boy who complained of another for 
assaulting him said that he kncck him 
down. 
“ How did he knock you down ?” asked 
the Judge. “ Did he knock you down with 
his fist or his open hand ?” 
**Y bs sor.” 
“ Which did he do it with ?” 
“ Put his arms round me and knocked 
me dowu.’! 
“ Then he didn’t knock you down. He 
threw you down.” 
“ Yes, sor. He didn’t t’row me down.

It would be impossible to caricature these 
thing, or to exaggerate the charitable long- 
suffering that dealt with such cases, Some­ 
times, a3 if in mere despair, the Judge 
called the parties to him, and questioned 
them privately ; after which the case teemed 
to be settled, without further trial.

W a sh in g to n, December 2Gtb.—Iu the re­ 
cently published letter of George lilis?, 
special counsel for the Government in the 
star route prosecutions, to Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral James, mention was made of several 
great combinations against whom criminal 
proceedings would be begun before the Grand 
Jury in this District early iu the new year. 
One of the first—if not the first—of these 
combinations, against which proceedings will 
be taken, is known at the Poetoffica Depart­ 
ment is the Dorsey combination. Ex Sena­ 
tor Stephen W . Dorsey, of Arkansas, is at 
the head of the syndicate. There were thirty- 
four star routes in th» Doraey combination at 
the letting July 1, 1878, which was the begin­ 
ning of the present contract term. These 
routes were awarded to J. W. Dorsey (S. W. 
Dorsey’s brother), John M. Peck, John 11. 
Miner and J. il. W atts. Air. W atts had but 
four of tie routes, and after a short time he 
failed, and i* now practically out of the 
mail contract business. J. W. Dorsey, Pock 
and Miner were in reality dummies for S.W . 
Dorsey, who, at the time of the beginning of 
the present contract term, was a Senator. 
His name did not appear on the books of the 
Department as either contractor or sub con­ 
tractor UDti! after he had left the Senate, 
March 4, 187'J. The routes of the Dorsey 
combination covered points in six States and 
Territories. Tae total original contract pay 
for service on these thirty-four routes was 
$133,169. Brady allowed the combination 
for increased tripa and expedition of running 
time an amount sufficient to bring the annual 
pay up to $'622 808. A small part of this in­ 
crease was due to 
the

but 
the 
additional 
compensation 
allowed, 
pure and simple, amounts to $504,168. Th. r > 
were curtailments amounting to $25 000. 
The total original mileage of these routes 
was 988,770, but Brady made changts in the 
interest of the combination, reducing the 
mail over 1,000 miles. Of the total number 
of routes belonging to the combination, twen­ 
ty-five alone received an increase of pay. 
The records of the Department show clearly 
that a vaBt majority of the increased service 
ordered was unnecessary and the rottenness 
cf the allowance is thereby inferentially 
proven. But the case of the Government 
against the combination will be supplemeutfd 
by reports of the Government Inspectors 
sent over the routes, the sworn affidavits of 
postmasters, mail carriers, stage drivers, etc., 
proving clearly the fraudulent character of 
the service. A sample of the way in which 
the service was increased and money taken 
jyithout adequate returns {rom the treasury, 
is aflfurJeulu toe case of the route from Dallas 
to Btker City, Oregon. This routs is 275 
miles long, and was let for two trips a week, 
at an average speed of two and a quarter 
miles per hour, for $8,288. W ithin the jear 
the pay was raised to $72,520, the majority 
of which was for expenditioo, although the 
speed was increased only to three and fu r- 
fifths miles p:r hour. 
B lain e's C an d idacy in ISM . 
C hicago, December 26th.—The Kites has 
an interesting Washington letter, evidently 
written from a stalwart standpoint, which 
discusses the question of Blaine’s candidacy 
in 1881.

The disease has broken out at the 
County Hospital, three cases being discov­ 
ered there. They of conree were taken away, 
and all visiting at the hospital has been inter­ 
dicted for the present. 
Two trains of immigrants by the YVest- 
phalia arrived to day from New Y oik. The 
Health Officer, learning of their approach, 
had the train stopped outside the city, and 
finding no small-pox cases, merely hustled 
tfce immigrants thromrh the city to their 
western destination at Mount Carmel, 111.

One cburch refused 
to recognize the order, and held a festival. 
The Mayor thereupon telegraphed for advice 
to the State Board of Health, who instructed 
him to compel ob-ditnce to his order by force 
if necfasiry, and to call for the State militia 
to aid him in caee the ordinary officers were 
powerless. They also instructed him to hove 
every person who attended the festival vac­ 
cinated.

George Daniel, of Lexington, Ky., ar­ 
rived in this city yesterday morning, on 
his way home, after spending three months 
in New Mexico and other Territories and 
States in the far W est. Mr. Daniel is in 
excellent health, and save an arm, which 
he carries in a eliDg, he is physically much 
better than before. A reporter cf the 
Courier-Journal met Mr. Daniel in the 
office of the Louisville Hotel yesterday 
afternoon, and, after a few m inutes' 
conversation 
about 
his 
trip, 
asked 
him 
about 
his 
arm. 
“ This 
arm, 
as 
you 
see,” 
replied 
Mr. 
Daniel, 
“ is badly broken and somewhat torn up, 
and there is quite an adventure connected 
with the time in which it was broken, and 
if you would like to hear it, I will tell 
you about it.” The reporter expressed his 
willingness to hear the incident, aud after 
lighting a cigar, he commenced : 
THE STORY. 
“ I had been in Denver City for some 
time, and I thought I would take a run 
down into New Mexlfco, and started in a 
few days. The traveling was very slow, 
and it took up a considerable amount of 
time to reach Santa Fe, where I proposed 
to stop for a week or two. I had been in 
the city for a few weeks, when some gen­ 
tlemen whom I knew proposed that we 
take a trip to the mountains, which lay to 
the west of the city, aud have a good hunt. 
I accepted the preposition immediately, 
and the next morning we made up a party 
of five, and, getting into an old-fashioned 
emigrant wagoD. we started after supply­ 
ing ourselves with enough to ta t on the 
way, and some tolerably fair whisky, 
which 
we 
were 
fortunate, enough 
to procure. 
W e were in no particu­ 
lar hurry to arrive at our destination, and 
managed to spend about two data ou the 
route camping out at night, and having a 
generally good time. I had been informed 
that we could find some bear in the m ount­ 
ains if we lcoked for them, and nothing 
would satisfy me hut to look for them. 
My companions were not so large in their 
aims as I was, and were contented to hunt 
smaller game, but I read so much about 
t h e fu n of h u n t in g b ea r s 
In the mountains that nothing else would 
do me, so we started out about 3 o’clock one 
afternoon to see what we could scare up. 
Our camp was at the foot of a tolerably 
high mountain, and on the north side was 
some very broken ground, covered with a 
scrubby growth of trees. A t some places 
the undergrowth was so thick that it was 
with some difficulty we could make our 
way through it, but I was looking forward 
with true Kentucky bloodthirstiness to the 
time when I should ‘ tackle ’ my first bear, 
and I did not mind torn clothes and 
scratched hands and face. A fter about an 
hour’s working we got ioto a short stretch 
of country where the undergrowth was 
somewhat thinner and the trees a little 
arge. 
Three of the party had gone 
around 
some distance from us and 
left me 
in 
company 
with 
Mann- 
ion, «ho had 
even 
less experience 
as a hunter than I. W e Bat down together 
at the foot of a rather large-sized tree, and, 
having a flask in my pocket. I proposed 
that we regale ourselves by taking a drink. 
We had been sitting at tbe foot of the tree 
for some time, waitii g for the rest of the 
party to come up, when by accident I cast 
my eyes up into the tree, aod to my sur­ 
prise saw a beast which at the first glance 
I took to be a bear, but which turned out 
to be a small species of the panther, which 
is found in several parts of the mountains. 
I instantly told my companion to look up, 
and, after taking a look at the animal, 
which did not appear very aggressive, I 
took courate and said I «'ouid kill it with 
my rifle. Mannkra was inclined to be a 
little more careful, and said that we had 
better get out from under the tree, as 
THE BEAST MIGHT JUMP ON US. 
This was very gcod advice, and I got up 
very carefu ly, so as not to frighten it 
away, and, returning to about two yards 
from the tree, cocked my rifle and took 
good aim, Mannion having agreed to re­ 
serve his fire in case my bullet did not take 
effect. A fter aiming for a considerable 
length of tim9 I tired, and the bullet, 
instead of striking the animal, struck 
the limb upon «hich it was sitting, and 
the only effect which it had was to make 
the animal jum p out of the tree. Man­ 
nion saw the body coming down, and 
stared to run, but stopped when he got 
about three yards off, and prepared to 
shoot. M eantime the animal struck the 
ground on all fours and made a charge 
at me. Mannion thought that this was 
the time to shoot, and such a thought as 
stopping because I was directly between 
him and the animal did not occur to him, 
so he blazed away and struck me in the arm, 
breaking it just above the elbow, where you 
see this bandage.

The Mexican shares with the Spaniard a 
winning politeness and excels in pleasant 
hospitality. 
Those who approach the 
Mexican with confidence and franknesB 
will find the uatives of tbe country as soci­ 
able a9 the cultured inhabitants of the 
New England States, and as hospitable as 
the fair haired sous of Southern Russia. 
W ith his friends the Mexican is, under all 
circumstances, obliging, polite and frank 
in his dealings. A stranger, once intro­ 
duced in a Mexican house, will please the 
better tbe more frequently he repeats his 
visits and the more he shows unaffected 
and easy manners. He who enters a Mexi­ 
can house will be offered by the lady of the 
house refreshments of some kind, and upon 
his refusing the kind offer be may hear : 
“ Sin ceremonias, Señor,” but he will not 
be forced to accept the offer, as is custom­ 
ary in the eastern countries of Europe. It 
is a m atter of course that a stranger upon 
his first visit is offered the disposition of 
house, property and the person of his 
host, aud these remarks, not taken too 
literally, hold generally good, in case neces­ 
sity obliges you to have recourse to the 
services of your Mexican friend. 
The 
stranger who desires to move in Mexican 
society is bound to learn the prevailing ex­ 
pressions of politeness and courtesy, or he 
may be suspected of vulgar manners. 
Friends who meet quite frequently may be 
seen saluting and embracing each other, ex­ 
changing quite a number of complimentary 
remarks. 
The custom of embracing is 
especially in favor among the ladies ; kise- 
ing is, however, only thought proper when 
children meet a person occupying high rank 
in office, you may salute with “ I kiss your 
hands.” W ith ladies you are yet more 
polite, and you say, “ I kiss your feet.” 
Both phrases are commonly employed at 
foot of letters and other written documents. 
The current answer is : “ Many thauks ; 
may you live a thousand years.” He «ho 
is not an intim ate acquaintance in the 
house, upon leaving will be accompanied 
by his host to the gate of the house, and 
ordy after the door has been openbd is it 
becoming to cover the head. If you are 
pJ¿hse<J with any object in the possession of 
£j¡urí¿;03t you will at once hear : 
11 Itflsia^your disposal.” If you inquire 
¡ T ' J át y object belongs you will bear : 
aud yours as well.” These 
couBesnSf 
will reply w ith “ A thou­ 
sand thanks.” There are cases, however, 
«•here strangers have most coolly pocketed 
objects of considerable value, and the 
former proprietor could but smile. These 
courtesies in tho common intercourse are 
not only seen among the better classes, but 
they are to be fcuud as well in the lower 
class of people, and porters or beggars wil! 
never fail to call each other “ Secor” or 
“ D on” whe<Y talking about their day’s 
work. 
In politeness nc may safely 
maintain that the Mexican is far superior 
to most nations of Europe, and is certaiuly 
not behind the American. How much im­ 
portance the Mexicau gives to the exterior 
forms of courtesy we may understand by 
knowing that at school special lessons are 
given in “ urbanity.” Little girls of eight 
or ten have quite a num ber of gentle 
phrases at their disposal for the stranger 
and the friend, and yet they are neverthe­ 
less quite artless little things. The children 
of the lower class are less noisy than else­ 
where, and when playing in the thorough­ 
fares they will not try to disturb the pass­ 
erby, ss is frequently the case with children 
in the States. 
NtThe behavior of Mexican laaies is gen­ 
erally pleasing acd unassuming. It is free 
from affectation, prudery and sentim ental­ 
ity. 
The Mexican woman has a lively 
sensibility, a vivacious miad and a passion­ 
ate and generous temper. 
During the 
Revolution Mexican women have given 
proof of ardent love of their country and 
daring courage. , In society the lady is 
treated with great respect, and frequently 
the chivalrous gallantry derived from 
the Spaniards prevails with th» gentle­ 
men. Appearances are strictly obeerved, 
and those who would perhaps give a sweet 
look and gentle words to the bold lover 
when under four eyes will show the coldest 
indifference w hen in society. Gossip flour­ 
ishes here as elsewhere. 
Though the 
ladies do the honor of the house to per­ 
fection, they take little artive interest in 
household affairs, aud need therefore quite 
an army of servants. The church, visit­ 
ing and shopping, interviews with priests, 
who have free access to most houses, drives 
and the theater, take up mb:-t of the time 
with the Mexican lady. The ladies of 
good society have generally a fair knowl­ 
edge of French, and are excellent players 
on the piano. 
Most of them are profi­ 
cient in all kinds of handiwork and make 
beautiful artificial flowers and wax figures. 
If propeily educated the Mexican lady 
«ould excel in the cultivation of excellent 
natural talents. Music, siDging and danc­ 
ing are the chief social employments. The 
madness of dancing, so common in Europe, 
is not common with the Mexicans. 
Spanish 
dance.s are performed with 
much grace aud expression, and the 
ladies have a charming command of their 
boJies in tho>e dances. 
Some of the 
dances bear the melancholy character cf 
Indian dances. D inntr parties on a large 
scale are not common, as such entertain­ 
ments would, frequently repeated, be too 
expensive, the Mexican being of opinion 
that when entertaining guests he ought 
to serve the most costly dishes and the 
choicest wines. Any comer on pot-luck, 
however, is most heartily offered a place 
at the common dinner or suppper table. 
Those who desire to form a correct idea of 
Mexican hospitality may go to the hacien­ 
das, and though perfect straDgers they will 
be royally feaated with all their attendants. 
The common evening parties, or “ Tertul­ 
ias,” are of a Eimple, unpretending char­ 
acter. On the reception days the doors are 
thrown open at 7 o’clock, and friends intro­ 
duce strangers. The ladies are generally 
sitting on chairs or divans near the wall. 
The gentlemen move up and down, smok­ 
ing and conversing now and then with the 
fair sex. Gamos of forfeits and others are 
played, and finally tome of the national 
songs are given, acd the company gener­ 
ally separates at 10 o'clock. Tertulias of 
an extraordinary character are generally 
very splendid, and the expense of the en­ 
tertainm ent amounts not rarely to $5,C00 
or $8 000. Parties given by Americans 
and Europeans are readily visited by tbe 
Mexicans, and the latter seem to enjoy 
especially the character of American enter­ 
tainments. Visits of etiquette are paid 
between noon and 2 p. m. The lady is 
comfortably seated, aud though she does 
not rise, has a kind word and a pleasant 
smile for the callers.—[N. Y. Post Corr.
